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Mr.  Chairman,  Ifrs. • Rutter  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951. 

■There  \vas  no  marked  change  in  the  birth-rate  this  year  there  being  sixty-six 
live-births  registered  compared  v/ith  sixty-five  in  the  previous  year.  There  were 
eighty-four  deaths  compared  vdth  seventy-two  in  1950,  but  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  causes  of  death  were  mainly  associated  with  the  higher  age  groups. 

Local  Industries.-  These  are  mainly  concerned  v/ith  agriculture,  but  the  factory 
ope ra ted ^ by ^ Messrs.  Glaxo  Laboratories  Limited,  in  Harmire  Road,  for  the  production 
of  Penicillin,  now  affords  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons  resident  in  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed  at  this  factory  at 
the  end  cf  the  year  v/as  approximately  751  persons. 

SANITARY  CIRClR/ISTAiTCES  OF  iHE  .\REA. 

1fe_ter  Supply.-  Boring  at  the  new  borehole  near  Mount  Pleasant  Reservoir  continued 
to  a depth  of  594  feet  which  was  reached  in  October  when  the-  boring  operation  v/as 
discontinued. 

Continuous  test  pumping  was  carried  out  from  5th  November  to  2nd  December  at 
various  rates  of  delivery  and  samples  of  pumped  -water  were  taken  for  analysis. 

^ The  record  of  the  rate  of  recovery  of  the  v/ater  level  in  the  borehole  wa.s  still 
being  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A joint  report  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  the  Geologist  on  the  delivery  and 
recovery  rates  of  the  borehole  and  analysis  of  the  water  is  being  prepared. 

Due  to  the  dry  v/eather  conditions  during  the  summer  months,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  curtail  the  supply  of  water  to  the  town  at  night  from  late  July  to 
the  end  of  Cctober.  Riring  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  yield  from  the  springs 
and  auxiliary  water  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  borehole  provided  a good  continuous 
supply . The  analysis  of  the  water  'was  satisfactory. 

, and  Streams. Regular  inspection  of  rivers  and  streams  is  carried  out 

y the  ./ear  and  Tees  Fishery  Board  and  this  Council,  and  early  action  is  taken 
if  any  evidence  of  fouling  or  pollution  is  suspected. 

Refuse  Tip.-  As  the  land  available  for  tipping  is  quickly  becoming  filled  and 
nearing  the  boundary  fence,  negotiations  have  been  commenced  for  the  purchase  of 
an  a ditional  11,893  acres  of  land  which  vd.ll  be  a natural  extension  of  the  present 
west.  It  IS  expected  that  the  agreement  for  purchase  will  be  completed

gewerage  and_SOT/ap  Disposal.-  Work  on  the  aLteratlcns  to  the  Sev.age  Disposal  Works, 
With  a view  to  the  treatment  of  a certain  amount  of  effluent  from  the  Penicillin 
Factory  cn  an  experiment  basis,  as  agreed  betv/een  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  ccnjmction  with  the  Department  cf  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  was 
resumed  in  September  after  a temporary  stoppage  since  February  due  to  delay  in  deliver 
of  essential  valves  c^nd  fittings. 

It  is  expected  that  the  experimental  plant  vdll  be  completed  early  in  1952. 

C.loset  Accommodation.-  Four  pail  closets  were  disused  during  the  year,  three 
of  these  serving  properties  in  Confirmed  Clearance  Areas  and  one  property  which 
was  e su  ject  of  ^ Demolition  Order.  Sixteen  pail  closets  remain  and  five  privies, 
some  of  which  cannot  at  present  be  connected  to  the  sewers. 
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Hcusirig. ~ Sixty  Council  and  two  private  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year. 

The  Montalho  Road  Housing  Site  was  completed  during  the  year  and  all  houses 
occupied. 

17ork  on  the  roads  and  sewers  for  . the  Zetland  Road  Extension  Housing  Scheme 
wa.s  completed  and  the  erection  of  thirty-nine  houses  commenced. 

Land  has  teen  acquired  for  housing  at  Green  Lane.  Layout  plans  are  teing 
prepared  for  the  site  which  should  accommodate  approximately  177  houses,  \fork 
on  the  first  section  of  the  roads  and  sev/ers  vd.ll  te  commenced  in  1 952. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  256,  compared  v/ith  a figure  of  240  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
This  indicates  an  increase  of  fifteen  on  the  v;aiting  list  and  reflects  the 
urgent  need  for  new  housing  in  the  area.

Post  mortem  inspections  are  made  of  all  animals  at  the  time  of  slaughter 
or  as  soon  after  as  is  practicable. 
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Meat  ( Continuerl ) , - Inspection  is  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  holiday  and 
sickness  duty  being  undertaken  by  the  tao  Sanitary  Inspectors  cf  the  Barnard 
Castle  Rural  District  Council.  All  three  officers  hold  the  Meat  and  Poods 
Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

The  proiaisi3s  used  as  a Slaughterhouse  are  unsatisfactory  and  the  conditions 
render  it  almost  impossible  to  deal  with  the  carcases  in  a hygenic  manner. 

A deputation  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  a 
representative  of  the  Barnard  Castle  National  Farmers’  Union,  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  conferred  with  officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  (Animal  and  Livestock  Division)  at  Guildford  on  the  6th  June,  regarding  the 
abattoir  accomm.odation  at  Barnond  Castle.  At  the  interview  and  in  subsequent 
correspondence,  it  Tra.s  stated  that  the  government  had  decided  on  a moderate 
concentration  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  country  as  a -whole  and  a national  plan 
for  sitiiig  \;ouid  be  required.  The  Ministry  further  stated  that  at  the  present 
stage,  the  provision  of  new  abattoir  accommodation  at  Barnard  Castle  would  have 
to  be  deferred.

INFECT  lOUS  DISEYiSES . 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  continued  to  remain  low  the 
total  number  of  cases  notified  being  forty-three  compared  with  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  for  the  previous  year.  The  meases  cases,  v>fhich  comprised  the  greater 
proportion  of  these  notified  occurred  mainly  in  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year  and'  were  in  children  aged  five  years  or  under. 
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Anterior  Poliomyelitis.-  Two  suspected  oases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  One  of  these  was  a boy  aged  thirteen  years  Who 
developed  weakness'''in  the  right  leg.  Following  admission  to  hospital  he  was 
diagnosed  as  a mild  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  he  subsequently  made  a good  recovery  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  a permanent 
disability.  The  other  suspected  case  was  a boy  aged  ei^t  years,  a pupil  at  the 
Preparatory  School.  He  v/a.s  later  foimd  not  to  be  suffering  from  Anterior 
Poliomyelitis.

Health  Department  there  was  a considerable  fall  compared  with  the  previous  year 
in  the  number  of  children  aged  under  fifteen,  who  received  a primarly  course  of 
immunisation  (yo  in  1950). 


Responsibility  for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  immxmisation  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  propaganda  nov/  rests  with  the  County  Health  Department,  Facilities 
are  provided,  at  the  child  welfare  centre  for  the  immunisation  of  children  under 
five  and  by  private  practitioners  for  children  of  any  age. 

Leaflets  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  immunisation  are  distributed  by 
post  at  the  age  of  ei^t  months  and  twelve  months  and  to  encourage  re-enforcing 
doses  at  the  age  of  four  years  nine  months.  The  County  Health  Visitor  visits 
children  who  have  not  been  immimised. 


In  addition,  advice,  and  reminders  are  given  to  parents  by  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer  at  the  Annual  Medical  inspection  of  schools. 

In  June  and  July  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Education  Authority,  two 
sessions  for  immunisation  were  held  in  the  Barnard  Castle  Infants  School, 
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Diphtheria  Imimonisation  Return  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  193^.

Under  th^  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  control  of  the  Infectious  Disease

Hospital  Board,  wa.s  taken  over  by  the  South  Yfest  Durham  Hospital  Management 
Committee.  Cases  of  infectious'  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to

In  addition  to  the  above,  patients  residing  in  the 
urban  and  rual  districts  are  also  conveyed  by 
vehicles  from  neighbouring  depots  v/ithin  the  Control 
Area  and  by  the  Darlington  Ambulance  Service , as 
occasion  demands.

Nursing  Arrangements,-  Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
19A6,  the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Service  became  the  responsibility  of  Local 
Health  Authorities  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  By  an  agreement  concluded  with 
the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Durham  County  Council  have  delegated 
this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association,  which  now  operates  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  This  arrangement  has 
necessitated  the  integration  and  co-ordination  by  the  County  Nxirsing  Association 
o the  services  formerly  provided  by  individual  district  nursing  associations  and 
the  transfer  of  administration  to  the  County  Association, 

The  arrangements  wherby  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  in  certain  areas 
of  the  County  was  provided  on  an.  agency  basis  by  district  nursing  associations 
are  continued  under  Section^  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  v/ith  the 
County  Nursing  Association  acting  as  the  agent,  ’ 

Both  services  are  now  availabe  free  of  charge. 
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Nursing  iii-rangements  ( Continued ) . - Services  are  provided  for  this  area  and 
for  the  Startforth  district  by  two  nurses  resident  in  the  tov/n.  General,  nidvirifery 
and  mternity  cases  are  nursed. 

There  is  a small  Nursing  Home  at  32,  Bede  Road  (Proprietress,  Hilda  Smurthwaite, 
S.R.N.  jS.C.M,  ) Chiefly  for  maternity  cases,

Tm  Infant  Yfelfare  Clinic  and  a School  Clinic  are  held  on  alternate  Y/eeks 
at  the  Trinity  Methodist  Schoolroom,  Barnard  Castle  under  the  administration 
of  the  County  Council, 

Area  Heo-lth  Sub-Ccmmittee.  - The  Committee  of  v/hich  three  members  of  the  Council 
are  members,  met  on  four  occasions  during  the  year  and  the  County  Medical  Officers 
reports  were  conoi“'ered.
